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‘THEY SHALL NOT 
PERISH’ 


Archbishop of York 
on Nazi Crimes 


“ Christianity calls me to take my part in this 
erusade, and humanism and Christianity combined 
should make us ego forward ready to do almost 
anything we can do so as to rescue these people 
as soon as possible from this horror of black dark- 
ness which is now engulfing those who come under 
the horrors of this detestable Nazi tyranny:” 

THe or York made this pronounce- 
ment in the course of a speech at a great public 
mecting that was held on Tuesday at the Central 
Hall, Westminster, organised by the National Com- 
mittec for Rescue from Nazi Terror. 

Ihe Archbishop said they had come together that 
evening m large numbers to make their protest 
agamst the horrors which were taking place in 
large parts of Europe and to express their sympathy 
with the victims and to urge the Government to 
take every step within its power to help them to 
rescue some of those who were suffering in such 
an appalling manner. They, as’ English people, 
were kindly hearted and unimaginative, and they 
found it extremely difficult to realise that Mese 
appalling crimes were being committed by the mem- 
bers of a nation which, until recently, was regarded 
as civilised, and they were inclined sometimes to 
think that they were listening to-overstatement made 
by sentimental and hysterical people or sometimes 
that these statements were part of a deliberate and 
calculated propaganda to stir up hate against the 
enemy. He could only say most deliberately that 
never in the whole history of mankind had crimes 
been committed on such a large scale with such 
awtul cruelty and*in such a coldblooded, calcu- 
lating manner 


Deliberate Calculated Terror 


it was estimated that, quite apart from those who 
had been killed because they belonged to opposing 
nations, well over 2,000,000 Jews had been put to 
death simply because of their race. These were 
horrible facts, and it was not only the gigantic scale 
of the horror which appalled them, but also the 
diabolical cruelty with which these massacres were 
carried out. They wére part of a deliberate, calcu- 
lated policy decided upon by that wicked maniac 
who was ruling the German peopie. This policy 
of crucliy and horror Was carried out sometimes 
deliberately to weaken the nations which were 
nearest to Germany and sometimes, as in the case 
of the Jews, through an obsession of hatred. 

What were they to do? He thought it was 
recognised everywhere that there could be no com- 
picic liberation until the enemy was defeated. It 
was victary alone which would bring freedom to 
these unhappy nations, and the sooner victory came 
the more lives would be spared. The longer victory 
was delayed the more would be slain, tortured, and 
imprisoned, They must do everything in their power 
to hasten the day of victory. It was horrible to 
think of the destruction of great cities by bombing 
from the air. The death of a great city was a 
terrible event. Bui he found it far more horrible 
to think of the deliberate massacre and torture of 
innocent men, women, and children. He had no 
doubt that the destruction of cities, even if they 
contained buildings precious to civilisation, was 
justified if this hastened the liberation of millions 
from massacre, torture, slavery, and imprisonment. 

They wanted to do what they could to rescue and 
heip those who could somehow be delivered from 
this perpetual menace of death, imprisonment, or 


_slavery. “ We want to make it plain to the Govern- 


ment,’ he urged, “ that we regard it as a matier 

of urgency. We want to tell them that we will 

support them in every step they take, to rescue

Lessons of Inter-Faith 
Work 


Rabbi Dr. Isracl Goldstein, of America, held 
a press conference last week at Bloomsbury House, 
W.C., whch was devoted to the work of the 
Natiqnal Conference of Christians and Jews, a body 
which, for the past 15 years, has been engaged on 
imter-faith work in the U.S.A., along lines similar 
to those which the Council of Christians and Jews 
S¢cking to develop in this country. (Dr. Goldstein 


is the President of the Synagogue Council of 
America and of the Zionist Organisation of 
America and Co-Chairman of the Religious 


Organisation Commission of the National Con- 

ference of Christians and Jews) 
The Rev. W. W. Simpson, the Organising Sccre- 

tary of the Council of Christians and Jews, presided 


Dr. Goldstein said they were now in a week which in the 
United States was widely observed by Christians and Jews 
as “Brotherhood Week.” Sponsored by the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews,.it had the warm endorsement 
of the President of the U.S. and the Governors of many 
Seates. President Roosevelt had welcomed the observance 
of Grotherhood Week this year in the following words 
“On tandfand sea and in the air, the sons of the United States 
fight as one, though they worship at different altars. They 
are brothers if arms now : soon, pray God, they shall be 
brothers in peace.” 

He was pleased to find hinmelf here that week under the 
auspies of the British Council of Christiana and Jews, 
which, like its older contemrorary in the U.S... was dedicated 
to the same ideal of promoting understanding, goodwill, 
and co-operation among Protestants, Catholics, and Jews. 
There were at present additiona! inter-faith organisations 
of this kind in Canada, South Africa, Australia, and Scotland 

“These,” he said, “together with ours and yours, might 
well tomm the basis of an International Conference of 
Chrestians and Jews. The nuclei now functioning in Angio- 
American countries shoeld be expanded into a world-wide 
oPganisation By its very existence it would serve as an imtet- 


national reminder and witness of the spiritual values of the | 


Judeo-Christian tradition.”

“ Meanwhile,’ went on Congressman Celler, “the 
Jews have contributed mightily of their man-power 
and resources to the Allied cause. These statements 
of protest are inspired by the British Colonial 
Office. It is time England ceased to repeal the 
tragedy of Munich and sopped appeasing the Arabs 

“ Under her 1924 treaty with the United States, 
Britain guaranteed in February, 1932, that she would 
not discriminate regarding immigration into Pales- 
tine. on the grounds of race or religion, and Mr. 
Maicoim MacDonald's White Paper does just that. 
The White Paper must be abrogated.”

A useful debate on refu took place in the 
House of Commons on Wednesday on the vote for 
Inter-<Governmemal Committee. Mr. Richard 
w asked the House for a vote of £50,000 for the 
Commitice part oi this country’s share in the cost 
of the Committees expenditure which was bej 
underwritten by Brain and the United States 
number of othe: Governments, he said, had 
the invitation to sit on the later-Governmenta!

Mr. Silverman (Lab., Nelson) gave some details 
of the ghastly massacres of Jews in Poland and 
called for a joint warning tothe satellite states from 
the heads of the Allied Nations. He also suggested 
the setting up of machinery in this country similar 
to the American War Refugce Board. 

Mr. Graham White (Lib., Birkenhead, E.) said 
that members were unanimous in demanding that 
everything possible should be done to help Ger- 
many's victims Events on the horizon might make 
the satellite countries think seriously. 

Replying, Mr. Law said that the suggestion of a 
further wartiing“to the satellite countries was being 
considered by the Government, which had welcomed 
the setting up of the War Refugee Board in the 
United States. The Government had already sent 
special instructions to all. British embassies likely 
to have to handle refugce matters. He contended 
that, with the Cabinet Committee and the Refuece 
Department of the Foreign Office, they had the 
equivalent of what President Roosevelt had set up 
in the War Refugee Board

One of the matiers deak with in this report was 
the long-standing question of closer relationship 
between this Congregation and the Sefardi Congre- 
gations in Manchester. A formal conference be- 
tween them had been held at Bevis Marks on 
January 9, and a statement of policy was unani- 
mously agreed on The statement recorded the 
agreement expressed that unification of the Sefardi 
communities in this country was essential, and 
was decided :o reccommend to the Board of Elders 
that the two Manchester Sefardi Synagogues in 
Cheetham: Hill Road and in Withington be imvited 
to send representatives to the Board of Elders of 
the London Cong tion (to be known as the 
Board of Eiders the Sefardi Community of 
England), to take part in deliberation and decision 
on matters of general Sefardi interest, without 
interfering with the Synagogues’ individual 


autonomy. 
Pour New Elders 


Approval was expressed by the Board, and an 
Ascama was adopted providing fur the co-option by 
the Elders of not more than two members of the 
Manchester Congregation of Spanish and Portu- 
uese Jews and not more than two members of the 

‘ithington Congregation of Spanish and Portu- 
guese Jews to serve on the Board of Elders as 
representatives of their respective congregations for 
a period of not more than two years. Persons 
co-opted under this clause will be known as Man- 
chester Eiders 

Another paragraph im the report dealt with the 
difficulties affecting the congregational choirs owing 
to war conditions, which had led to their practical 
dissolution. The Mahamad had appointed a Chou 
Advisory Committee, with Mr. A. Benroy as Chair- 
man, and on the recommendation of that Com- 
mittee, the Mahamad had appointed Mr. Leo Kopf 
as Choirmaster

druth has played im this achievement. He sincerely hopes,

“WHITE PAPER DEAD ” 
Mr. Sacifer On Palestine’s Future 


Speaking on the subject of “The General Political — 


Situation in the Middle East, in Special Relation to 
Palestine,’ at a meeting held at the Dorchester re- 
cently, under the auspices of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, and under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Simon Marks. Mr. Harry Sacher said that they 
should, looking at the situation as it was to-day, say 
definitely that the White — was dead, because 
none of the three parties who were affected by it 
desired its continuance. 

He developed this point and said that so far as 
British experience of Arabs during the war went, 
they did not, of course, see very much stated overtly 
in the Press or Parliament on this subject. But the 
facts. themselves forced the conchision which in 
private one heard very freely expressed—that as a 
contribution to British war strength. the White 
Paper was signally ineffectual. 

here was, Mr. Sacher made it clear, no singlic 
British attitude at peas to the problem of Palestine. 
There was a British attitude in Bagdad, in Cairo, and 
in Jerusalem. There was a British attitude, let them 
say, in the Cabinet, and there was a British attitude 
—possibly not quite the same—at po. 10, Downing 


Street. 
The Differences of Approach 


At Cairo, Bagdad, and Jerusalem, they still swore 
by that approach to the problem of Palestine of which 
the White Paper was af expression. But on the 
approach of the British Minister at home, Mr. 
Sacher said that his feeling was that the ordina 
Minister, the ordinary public man, was very muc 
like them and him-—that is to say, that he looked 
back upon the things that he had done and had 
not done in his life, and the things he defended im 
his Own mind most tenaciously were his blunders. 
if not his crimes and his sins. But not being “the 
Man on the Spot,” Ministers necessarily situated 
in London were freer to take a larger view. 

As far as the Prime Minister was concerned, the 
situation was fhat he never was a party to the White 
Paper. He never had, for one instant, suggested 
that it had either his moral, intellectual, or political 
approval or support. “Beyond that.” added Mr 
Sacher, “ 1 won't go for the moment.” | 

He dealt with the permanent factors mm Palestine, 
and declared, **!1 see the possibility of a very important 
industrial evolution for Palestine as a Jewish Pales 
time. I do not see it in any other way.” 

Ihey could not ignore the fact that as the seat ol 
two ancient and important religions, Palestine had a 
position which was quite different from any other 
part of the Arab-speaking world. They could not 
ignore 500,000 Jews. And what Jews! That also 
distinguished Palestine from any other part of the 
Arab-speaking world. ° 

And so he came to this conclusion: Whether 
they looked at the matter from the point of view of 
strategy, of geography, of religion, or the Yishuv, 
there was a profound difference between Palestine 
and- other Arabic-speaking countries, and . they 
might take it as a fact that the western world and 
the Jewish world would always refuse to surrender 
Palestine to th@ Arab world.

Four Hungarian officers who were accused of 
a atrocities mist Jews and Serbs at 
yvidelk ovi Sad) in Hungarian-occupied Yugo- 
slavia, and who, as reported in a recent issue of 
Tee Jewrsn Curonicre, escaped to Germany, rather 
than face trial, have now been tried in their absence 
and found guilty by a military court. They have 
been deprived of their military rank.

made in the ice of the frozen river Danube at 
Ujvidek and then to have forced at the point of the 
bayonet between 1,500 and 3,000 Jews and Serbs 
into the river where they were all drowned. 


BUDAPEST JEWS DEPORTED? | 


The Hungarian Government, it is stated, has 
decided to deport 50,000 Jews from Budapest to 
Sub-Carpathian Russia, where, it is believed, they 
are to interned in camps. This decision is 
described as a precautionary measure. The $0,000 
Jews, whose removal from 
already begun, are characterised as clements hostile 
to the Axis war effort and the present regime in 
Hungary.

“BOGUS ANTI-SEMITIC 
STATISTICS ” 


A statement was recently ,made by Dr. Z. 
Grabowski in the course of a letter to the Mawn- 
CHEesTer Guarpran that the (pre-war) Jewish popu- 
lation of Poland amounted to about 3,500,000 and 
that # was .obvious’that economic friction and 
jealousy were unavoidable, especially as Jews 
amounted to 60 or even 7 per cent in such profes- 
sions as the law, medicine, and banking. 

This statement was refuted in another letter to 
the paper by Dr. Stefan Litauer, who quoted official 
statistics to prove that only 17 per cent of lawyers 
were Jews while just over one per cent were judges, 
public prosecutors, and other law officers. Jews 
formed 14 per cent of the medical profession, and 
the i Polish banks employed scarcely any 
Jews at all. 

Mr. Tom Driberg, M.P., commenting on the 
correspondence in his column in Rervnotps News, 
points out that Dr. Grabowski was, before the war, 
the London correspondent of a leading Polish paper, 
and has recently published articles in Polish news- 
papers critical of British policy. 

Dr. Litauer, who is head of the Polish Telcgraph 
Agency is commended by Mr. Driberg for his 
courageous exposure of what he terms “Grabowski's 

anti-Semitic statistics.”

NAZIS ARREST TURKISH JEWS 


Jews of Turkish nationality residing in Beigium. 
who have hitherto been exempt from the anti-Jewish 
measures taken by the Nazis have been arrested 
and sent to the notorious cencentration camp at 
Malines, according to information received in 
Belgian circles in London 

Following the intervention of the Turkish Con- 
sulate 56 Jews, who are Turkish citizens, have been 
released from the concentration camp at Drancy, 
near Paris. Most of them were arrested in the streets 
of Paris during a round ug of Jews and were sent to 
Drancy, where they were detained for six months. 
They have now arrived in Istanbul.

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ARAB POLITICS & PALESTINE 


FOR some time now the Arab politicians, their plans, their 
comings and goings, have succeeded in securing consider- 
able publicity in the British and American press. Dele- 
gauions are solemnly reported as being sumrmoned to 
Cairo to talk over the subject of union or, at its lowest 
level, the co-operation of the various Arab _ peoples. 
Reports, often of what subsequently turns out to he a 
definitely optimistic nature, are issued as to the progress 
made; and only recently, protests, which were not alto- 
gether free of an clement of arrogance, have been 
addressed to the United States Government against state- 
ments made in Congress regarding Zionist aspirations. 
Meanwhile, Palestine Arab politicians have refused to 
send their own particulap delegation to Cairo unless the 
firebrands among them now interned by the British 
authorities are released. In all the. circumstances it is 
not surprising that people in this country and elsewhere 
are puzzled by all these goings on ai this crucial moment 
in the war, and wonder just what it all means; what is its 
significance and precisely what is behind it. 

fo understand this Near-Eastern situation one has to 
turn back to events some years before the war, to the 
period when, under the influence of Mussolini's regime and 
the subsequent rise of Nazi Germany, the Mediterranean 
Situation now nearing its end first developed. The Axis 
ideology, with its unashamed appeal to force and brutality, 
exercised a speedy and powerful influence over the Arab 
mentality. Especially attractive was the Axis theory 
that the democracies were. effete and played out. For 
this idea, the Arab students over here closely in touch 
with the Arab politicians at home found danlidenadiion in 
the ebullitions of the Oxford students who declared their 
determination not to fight for King and country~ Then 
there wi& the disastrous Peace Ballot which was a basic 
factor in the British Cabinet's pre-war appeasement policy 
and drove it at the time to abandon urgently necessary 
rearmament schemes. Ihe failure of the League to stop 
Mussolini's Abyssinian aggression, and before that the 
Japanese rape of China, all seemed to suggest that the 
—_— European power with dominant influence in the 

lear East; Great Britain, was a colossus with feet of clay. 
Finally, the inability of the tiny and inadequately 
equipped British forces to suppress the rising of the 
Palestine Arabs seemed unanswerably to confirm the Axis 
assertions. Evidently Mussolini and Hitler were quite 
right in what they said. And so, Arab politicians who were 
rot altogether lacking in egotism, and were animated by an 
inborn respect for strength and contempt for weakness, com- 
bined with a natural hostility to Britain, who had been for so 
long their master, however indulgent and kindly, pro- 
ceeded as far as they dared to line up with what they 
believed was goiftig to be the winning side, in the puerile 
belicf that all the Axis promises, which were showered 
upon them by way of bribes, would eventually be fulfilled. 
When the Allied fortunes were at their lowest cbbt the 
Arabs of Palestine did little or nothing to assist this 
country, but, as was generally known, prepared quietly to 
receive and welcome Rommel, while the ex-Mufti, their 
leader, bellowed his anti-Allied broadcasts’ from Berlin. 
Iraq, chief instgator just now ofall the discussions 
already referred to, tried by its risirig to stab Britain in the 
back, and would have succeeded in inflicting irreparable 
damage on the British war effort in the Near East, if 
Jewish guerrillas, headed by a brilliant young Palestine” 
Jew (summoned to the British Army from imprisonment. 
“ for illegal military training’), had not frustrated enemy 
designs On the Mosul oil wells. As for Egypt, at the time 
of Alamein, a number of leading Egyptians had to be 
arrested, because of their anti-Allied conspiracy. And at 
a critical moment in the Red Sea struggle, Saudi Arabia 
thought it opportune to put forward a little chantage for 
more financial favours. As for the Syrians, it was a competi- 
tion between Syrian. politicians and Vichy French who 
cotild be more obsequiously helpful to the stealthily pene- 
trating Hun. 


Then came the miraculous change in the war situation. ~ 


The Axis tide began to ebb. The Arabs took note of that 
portentous fact. The quotations for nuisance value 
slumped heavily. In the now probable event of an Allied 
victiey. the problem for the Arab politicians has become 
how best to balance what little concrete influence they 
retain against the chances of forfeiting all favours to come." 
For in the light of the record of Arab politics and politi- 


cians, it is diflicult to see to whom they can turn and expect | 


to find forgiveness, let alone appreciation, for their devious 
exploits. new Russia, resurgent with the spirit of pro- 
gress, might have little sympathy with the squalid 
reactionary Arab regimes, built on the merciless exploita- 
a fever of nation- 
alism and* then tricked into. submission to his real 
enethies, the effendi class. It seems vety doubtful if, 
despite all the misunderstandings of the past, Russia will 


smile upon a gang of self-seekers whose sole practical — 


policy is the destruction of the only spot of progress and 
enlightenment in the whole area—Jewish Palestine. France, 
the real France of course, still ‘smarting from the jackal

unrighteous ambitions. Britain and America would have 

no grounds for gratitude to them. And in the wings 

stands Turkey, silent and watchful, and thinking many. 
things, which do not include either affection or respect for 

its former Arab subjects. Obviously, therefore, the pros- “ 
te which presented itself to Arab politicians when the 

Inited Nations tide of fortune set in in earnest, was bleak 
indeed. The only thing to do was to cash in on what 
possibilities were left while there was still a little. troubled 
water for the fishing. Hence the plan for Arab union. 

Hence the comings and goings of potentates and delega- 
tions and all the showy parade of activities which have 

intrigued the lookers-on. 

Whether this Arab line is really the wisest policy for the 
Arab peoples, examined from the realistic point of view, 
and whether those responsible for m have taken full account 
of all the considerations that will thrust themselves on the 
United Nations’ attention when the moment comes to face 
the tremendous problems of the Peace, only the future will 
clearly reveal. It is, however, known that no war-time 
promises have been made and no commitments entered 
into by the British Government to either Jews or Arabs 
on the future of Palestine, and that no formal negotiations e 
or even conversations have been held with either side. It. 
is equally well known that after the war the opportunities 
to dictate policy.to Britain by force—the principal Arab 
argument in the past—will be considerably decreased in 
a period when British might, armed with all the expertise 
and equipment which years of war have accumulated, will 
be able to handle with the utmost ease and speed any 
occurrence of organised. lawlessness or brigandage. 

In the light of what is going on it is necessary to point 
out yet again that, so far as the future of Palestine is con- 
cerned, the determining factor in shaping it will be British 
public opinion. It is tm recognition of this fact that this 
paper has, time and again, insisted that Zionist energies in 
this country, instead of being frittered away in the manner 
we have recently seen and deplored, should concentrate 
on bringing the justice and reasonableness and humanity 
of the Jewish claim in Palestine, and its vital consequence 
to the new world order, and to the welfare of this country 
and the Empire, to the mind and the conscience of Britain. 
There is no time to lose in this urgent matter, having regard 
especially to the growing pro-Arab propaganda here. The 
sooner- Zionists get on to this paramount need and stop the 
wicked waste and folly of the barren tracks in which so many 
of them have lost themselves, the better it will be for their 
cause and for the whole Jewish people. 


“ THEY SHALL NOT PERISH!” 

IN ringing tones the Archbishop of York, Dr. Garbett, gave . 
expression before @ great protest. meeting this week to the 
Christian c@nscience of Britain outraged by the horror of Nazi 
persecution. The meeting was held by the National Committee 
for Rescue from Nazi Terror, of which that magnificent worker 
for Nazi victims, Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., was correctly 
described by the Chief Rabbi as “ the heart and soul,” “a verit- 
able’ Deborah in our generation.” Many notable things were 
said, testifying to the sense of urgent responsibility which this 
horrible problem has aroused in the hearts of the finest people 
in the land. The weight of their words was not lessened by 
the very reasonableness which compelled them, while keenly 
dissatisfied “with the Government's apparent efforts, neverthe- 
les§ to recognise the baffling nature of the problem. Perhaps the 
practical policy of this splendid body was best summed up in 
an impressive speech by Mr. Quintin Hogg, M.P., who said 
“if we wish to sleep af night it would be well if each one of 
us could say at least we had done all we could in the midst of 
great even&.” That is a sound and inspiring challenge. 


A JEWISH WAR MEMORIAL ? 


A CORRESPONDENT last week, Mr. Alex Robinson, discussed, 
apropos of a recent “ Brains Trust,” the raising of a Jewish 
War Memorial to commemorate those who have made the 
supreme sacrifice for freedon?, and suggested that the form it 
should take should be the establishment of a modern Rabbinical 
seminary in which the Anglo-Jewish Ministry of the future 
could be trained, There can be no better way, he belicves, 
of remembering and honouring the fallen than by the creation 
of a monument of Jewish culture. 
Jewish education contributed to our last issue, the Principal 
of Aria College, Mr. H. Klein, pointed out that the curriculum 
of Jews’ College precluded the possibility of “ instruction at 
genuine honours standard,” adding that while the Yeshivot 


- do offer, in theory at least, a genuine. honours course in one 


important Jewish subject, Talmudic Halacha, most English 
Yeshivot lack adequate facilities for further research, as a 
result of which students become preoccupied with preparation 
for a career, and the standard of the honours course 
deteriorates. Mr. Kicin, therefore, proposed to separate Jewish 
Higher Education from the training of Rabbis, Ministers, and 
teachers, and to create on the one hand a special institution 
for professional training and, on the other, an Institute of 
Jewish Studies established on University lines and charged 
with the duty of conducting research and providing tuition to 
honours standard. In due course, Mr. Klein contends, with 
some of its graduates finding a career in Jewish research, others 
receiving the necessary post-graduate training as Rabbis, 
Ministers, and teachers, and still others in business or adminis- 
trative posts, the Institute would become a powerful force 
helping to enlighten and _ revitalise . Anglo-Jewry. This 
building down, so to speak, is, it is pointed out, historically 
the normal order. But its adoption in this Connection and in 
this country would open a new vista in the field of Jewish 
education, and Mr. Klein's proposal ought certainly not to be 
excluded from consideration when the reconstruction on a 
broad foundation of Hebrew education, and the raising of a 
Jewish War Memorial, come up for practical consideration. -

MEANWHILE, it is extremely interesting to learn that the 
recent announcenient of the starting, by the Joint Emergency 
Committee, of Correspondence Courses in Hebrew, has met 
with a wide and instant response. A large number of inquiries 
has been reeeived, according to its Senior Assistant Education 
Officer, the Rev. J. Halpern, from all parts of the British Isles, 
not excluding a number from Eire and the internment camps 
on the Isle of Man. Thus encouraged, the Committee is 
already prepared with the first lesson in each course, advanced 
and elementary, together with a short and excellent introduc- 
tion by the Editor, Dr. Nathan Morris, in which the intending 
students will find explained very clearly the methods of study 
which they should pursue. All this suggests the existence within 
the community of something quite other than the total indiffer- 
ence which seems to have been far too readily assumed. The 
enthusiasm for Judaism and its message was not altogether 
dead. It needed but the animating touch of a comparative handful 
of incorrigible optimists to galvanise it into a fuller life. Such 
opportunities seldom occur in this or any community, and it 
is Clear that if those who are tharged with the future destinies 
of our faith grasp them with vigour .and vision a new and 
brighter chapter may yet be written in the story of British 
Judaism. Most assuredly there is no domestic Jewish cause 
comparable with it in importance; for it comprehends and 
governs all our problems. It is the cause of causes.

in industry, and in all three services. But, despite this fine 
record, the movement is not resting on its laurels. There are 


- tens of thousafids more of little children who, we hope, will 


soon be delivered and the Aliyah must be ready to answer 
theic cries. This means more money and it is for such where- 
withal that an appeal is now launched. 


NEW APPEAL MACHINERY 


Funps for Youth Aliyah in recent years have been raised in 
this country through the Women’s Appeal Committee, a_ kind 
of co-ordinated appeal machinery for various causes in which 
women might be presumed to take special interest. Now that 
this body is being resolved, as it were, into its components, in 
face of the rearrangement of the Zionist fund-raising instru- 
ments, Youth Aliyah will benefit from the new United Appeal, 
but only to a small extra extent beyond what it was able 
to raise last year, and that is not sufficient for the immense 
task which is likely to become 
increasingly large and pressing as the liberation of the Nazir 
held countries proceeds. Accordingly i has been decided to 
hold an Art auction, in the middle of April. Messrs. Christie's 
are kindly directing this undertaking. To that, though con- 
tributions in cash will also be welcomed, the Jews of this 
country are asked to send their treasures as free gifts—heir- 
looms in gold, silver, jewellery, etc. This may entail a wrench 
perhaps of sentimént of one kind or another, but a wrench 
not half so painful as thai of the separation of the children 
from their loved ones. it will also mean a sacrifice of 
valuables, but a sacrifice not nearly as great as that of the 
young lives now sunk in squalor, and hourly menaced by the 
Nazi thugs. “We have the children,” writes Mrs. Weizmann, 
“we have the passports, the visas, we can get the transport; 
all we ask of you is money.” To answer that call is a blessed 
privilege; it is also Jewry’s greatest mitzvah! It is necessary 
to add that the hopes of obtaining subsidies for Polish children 
from the Polish Government have been disappointed, the 
negotiations with that object having broken down. Art 
treasures should be sent to Mr. Frank Partridge at 10, Hanover 
Square, W.1. 


SEFARDIM GETTING TOGETHER 


AN announcement of no little interest brings the news that- 
two Sefardic Congregations in Manchester ate henceforth to 
be formally united with the Spanish and Portuguese Congre- 
gation of London. The step marks a break with the old 
order which is all the more notable in a community tenacious 
of tradition and, one need scarcely say, carries with it the 
fervent good wishes of the Ashkenazi fold. It is encouraging, 
too, as evidence that somewhere in English Jewry the desire 
for peaceful co-operation, co-ordination, and progress is not 
exhausted in words and pious hopes but takes on a practical. 
quality. Among Ashkenazim there has long been a reaching 
out to wider and better religious organisation. It would be 
difficult to ll, for instance, how many decades Have passed

British Jewry was mooted, or how much breath and ink have — 


been expended on the need for a union of the United Syna- 
gogue and the Federation. But on those two matters rf 
progress has been made, which suggests that somewhere among 
the parties concerned it has not been “earned.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Purim Thoughts 


“Remember what Amalik did unto thee .. . 
thou shalt not forget.” + 


remember Amalik is casy enough. For onc 
thing, history seems disinclined to let vs forget. 
In every generation they rise up againstess— 
these Agags, Hamans, Hitlers, and the rest of their 
unholy breed. But is remembering enough? The 
Bourbons, if is said, never forgot, but they never 
learned either. Memory by itself is mere lumber 
from the past; if it is unrelated to the present and 
lacking in inspiration for the future, it is at best 
a hindrance, and all too “? an unspeakable agony. 
Jewish memories, unfortudiflely, are mostly fraught 
with tears: we remember, and remembcring mourn. 
There is a danger, if we do not take heed, that 
Judatsm may become one endless Hazkarah! 
Undoubtedly the Torah, with its infinite com- 
passion, has a merciful place for sorrow and 
suffering in its spiritual economy. Our God is the 
Gsreat Healer of the broken-hearted, the C@mforter 
of mourners, Yet it were a gross travesty of our 
religion, and a fatal error besides. to regard the 
leitmotf of our Faith as a mournful melody in a 
minor key. Judaism is a Song, a joyous Song unto 
the Divine. a hymn to the future filled with un- 
quenchable optimism. Seid our Sages in. their 
wisdom: The Divine Presence rests onty on those 
who are inspired by the Joy of God's command- 
ments, If the world be wrapped in impenctrable 
darkness, Judaism bids us find light in our con- 
sciousness Of God. God is: He is near: inevitably 
the dawn of the righteous day must come. The 
tyrant May appear supreme and fill the earth with 
the reck of carnage; but the Lord is exalted in 
justice ; therefore the hour of redémption will strike. 
This is the spirit which has won the heart of our 
people from the carliest infancy of its history; this 
is the spirit that moulded it into an unconguerabic, 
deathiess nation, This is the spirmt of hope and 
fortitude with which alone we can capture the 
magination and the will of our youth to-day to 
perform acts of unsurpassed heromm and scif-sacri- 
fice in the tasks of sclf-regeneration and redemption. 


IEWED in this light, the carnival character of 
Purim assumes new meaning and import. it 


‘tells of invincible Torah-inspired courage. It denies 


by wmppliitation the unjust fiction of the so-called 
“ characteristic Jewish krechts.” Far truer would 
it be to speak of “ Jewish joy ~ and “ Jewish faith,” 
for these qualities have continued to shed their 
incxtinguishable radiance on our lle im the face 
of s@@cring far than death, and confronted 
by nameless tragedies the ineffable horror of which 
even Dante's hell could never conjure up. When 


. others would weep, the Jew, trusting in hig God, can 


still laugh; be laughs even at Haman! | 

That is the deeper and inner significance of our 
Sidra as well as the Prophetic Lesson: that is the 
message, too, of the Megilla. From the crushed 
olive, our portion enjoins, extract pure olive oil for 
the Temple light: from your very travail and 
martyrdom gain new glories. To destroy Agag find a 
Samuel: to defeat Haman raise up a Mordeca: of 
unbendable knee and indomitable Jewish witl., And 
the answer io Hitler? -Every Jew who has never for 
a moment doubted the Jewish strength to survive 
provides the answer. You can read it in every part 
of the world; in the blood-stained sewers of the 
Warsaw ghetto: in the -broad brown furrows 
ploughed by the Chalutzim: im the fighting legions 
of all the United Nations where Jews wield 4 weapon 
for Israc!l and humanitv.,

CO-ORDINATED FUND-RAISING 


IN U.S.A, 
Liewt. Edward A Norman, President of the 
American Fund for Palestinian Institutions. spoke 


at the Angio-Palestinian Ciub on Sunday on the 
co-ordination of efforts to raise funds in America 
for Jewish purposes. Mr. Barnett Janner presided. 

A co-ordinated effort to raise funds for a par- 
ticular object. said Li. Norman, had proved a 
unifying and inspiring force in the U.S.A. because 
it drew into Jewish liie people who would normaliy 
never do anything for the community. The younger 
people could take on work and learn how to become 
leaders) That was what had been happening in the 
last 20 years, and to-day they had an enormous 
number of Jewish people concerned with Jewish 
life even though they were not interested in the 
political side. e American Federation of Jewish 
Charities was a success from the outset. Speaking 
of the American Fund for Palestinian Institutions, 
be said that this joint venture was a going concern. 
In 1941 they helped seven Palestinian institutions ; 
in 1943 they collected funds for 17 institutions. 
Referring to the programme for 1944 he said that 
they were aimime to meet the urgent necds of 450 
Palestinian educational, cultural, and social welfare 
agencies, In Palestine, he said. the American Fund 
was regarded as @ great success. 

Major H. A. Procter, MP referred to the great 
services which Licut. Norman was rendering to 
the Allied cause in the American Navy and expressed 
the hope that the lead given by American Jewry 
in co-ordinating their efforts for Palestinian Jewry 
would be followed by Anglo-Jewry

ANTI-SEMITISM A NAZI SMOKE- 
SCREEN 


Miss Elizabeth Allen, General Secretary of the 
National Council for Civil Liberties, addressing the 
Angio.Palestinian Club on Thursday of last weck 
on Civil Liberties, Fascism, and Anti-Semitism.” 
spoke of how the Fascisis tried to drive wedges 
between the different groups of the community, and 
said that was where anti-Semitism came in. 

Fascists tried to olate these groups in order to 
cause confusion. The Nazis and the Fascists also 
used anti-Semitism as a smoke-screen. Anti-Semitic 
slogans were not so much directed againsi the Jews 
as against Democracy.

Discussing 
the attstude of the Council towards legal measures 
to outlaw anti-Semitism, Miss Allen said that they 
had been thinking about the introduction of legisia- 
tion which would make inenement to race-hatred 
and the insulting of any racial group an offence

REASONS FOR PRESENT SITUATION 


To-day the Commercial Gas Company ik im scrious 
financiél straits. No dividends on the Ordinary or Preference 
Stocks of the company have been paid since the interim 
distribution of August, 1940, and the directory report tells 
you that we are enable to recommend dividends for the 
year 1943. With some festification you will ask how u is 
that thes situation has developed. | am of opinion that you 
should know. 

The heavy bombing in 1940 and 1941 of the seven square 
mics of London supplied by your Undertaking rewlhted in 
a large scale evacuation of the civil populatian and also 
of those manufacturers whose were damaged by 
enemy action. Although some Ce ¢ returned, the amount 
of permanent damage is wo great for the population to 
Tise to anything approaching the former density. This has 
resulted im greatly reduced sales of gas. and although there 
are signs of recovery we have a very long way to go yet. 

The effect of this migration on the company's finances 
was nothing short of catastropinc ; so much so, in fact, 
that in the autumn of 1940 the serious plight of the company 
was laid before certam Cabinet Ministers. This appggach 
elicited a verbal order that the company should carry on 
supplying gas, but without increasing the price to an coormonnc 
level, and should continue to pay [I ture Stock interest 
which ‘was not being carned. 

must emphasise that there wes considerable measure 
of chaos im London at the time and your Board felt not 
only that notheg more definwte could reasonably be capected 
of the Government then, bet that the company should 
refrain from taking any drastic steps to mect the financial 
deficiency which was accuswieting. From that ume the 
company was compelled to rely apon its bankers for moncy, 
and the Bank Loan began to rise at a rapid rate. In October 
of 1941 the Board of Trade ordered a special investigation 
of the company's financial position and resources by the 
Official Auditor. This investigation was duly carried out 
but the Board of Trade did not communicate the findings 
to the company. 

in June, 1942, the Ministry of Fuel and Power, which had 
assumed the functions of the Board of Trade vie-a-vis Cas 
Undertakings, begar to make loans to the company. These 
loans were free of interest for the duration of the war but 
thereafter on terms to be prescribed. This method of 
assistance wes not acoeptable to your Board bat we were 
antrous to avoid embarrassing the Government the newly- 
formed Ministry of Fuel and Power by oressing for a dcfinse 
subsidy. We considered that ultimately the Government 
wobld admit the justice of 4 claim for subsidy. 

The siteation was allowed to stand, therefore, 
August, 1943, when i& was decided that the company's 
post-war plans absohstely necessitated a definite decision on 
the financial mewe. The net revenue account wes showing 
a large deficiency made up of trading lowes and Debenture 
and other interest paymefes which had oot been carned. 
Furthermore, it was apparent that the company would wiffer 
from shortage of money for redevelopment during the 
iramediate post-war period. Discussion. were initiated with 
the Ministry of Fuel and Power and the o ‘s case for 
an adequate subsidy was carefully submated. I regret to 
say that the Mimustry refused to admit any assistance except 
by way of the loans which they were aircady making.

An Auspicious 


Broadcast 


Children’s Programme 
Which Points the Way 


ERE was broadcast at the inning of this 

week a half-hour programme contri by 

English children to the children in Palestine. 
We have already im this column told the story of 
how the pen friendship between the children of 
Pinner Wood School and those of Ben Shemen came 
into being. . This week that friendship was carricd 
a considerable 2 lage by the broadcast by the 
Pinner Wood children, which took the form of a 
description of a day ‘im their school life, and of their 
schooi tiself and their home town. Some of the 
letters the Ben Shemen children have written to thei 
English friends were read 
_ Apart from the charm that such a programme, 
imcorporating young, unsophisticated, and therefore 
tremendously effective, broadcast actors, must have 
for all listeners, there is an even more vital interest 
in this programme for the Jewish listenct. For it 
represents an important piece of propaganda about 
Palestine that is probably the first to be sent out 
over the air. The story of Palestine is so romantic, 
so unbelievably wogderful, that the Jew, who is 
bound up in it, is sometimes incapable of assessing 
its interest and its appeal to the outer world 

Politicians of statesmen who went to Palestine 
before the war, came back enraptured with what had 
been seen and enthusiastic about the extraordinary 
development of the Jewish National Home. Yet at 
best, these were isolated cases, and even the meeting: 
they su uently addressed were composed largely 
of those who, because of their Intimate association 
with the Zionist effort, were substantially aware of 
all the visitor couki tell them. 
lt has been pomicd out in the columns of this 

journal that the real Jewish angle of the constric- 
tive work of the National Home has been 
negiected in the telling by those responsible for 
Zionist policy et least as far as the non-Jewish 
world is concerned. And so this week's broadcast 
from Pinner Wood to Ben Shemen, which tt is con- 
fidentiy hoped. not least by the young people con- 
cerned, will soon be followed by a return broadcast 
from Palestine to Pinner Wood, marks the opening 
of an important new chapter of Palestine’s history. 
No more effective means of getting that right under- 
standing between the Jews of Palestine and the 
British public can be devised than this sort of 
miimate programme. 


Many Other Exampics 


and so wholcheartedly towards an ideal will make 
entrancing listening, and although it is mect that the 
children should have led the way, since they are 
the trustees of posterity, there ts no reason why their 
example should not be swiftly enmulated by other 
institutions and organisations throughout the 
Yishuv. The Wizo, for example, controls many 
institutions that must have great interest for the 
British listener in war-time. in babies’ homes, day 
créches, kindergartens, and holiday homes and 
camps, soldiers children in Tel-Aviv and Jerusa- 
lem are cared fo: with their mothers, who are taught 
trades to supplement their allowances. 

The same help is extended to refugees from 
Europe. The estanlishment of Palestine A.T.S. 
+ hostels and recreation huts in Egypt and Palestine 
will make a big sto And then there are the 
training centres both for agriculture and gardening 
and for cooking and housewifery, all of which are 
in the vanguard of the war-time effort. 

Then there are the “technical schools, the high 
schools, and the University ttself—what a sp id 
story they all have to tell to the world 

It has been said too, that when Russian visitors 
were taken to sce some Of the collective settlements 
in Palestine, they could not believe that a sysiem so 
ideally socialist and so purely co-operative could 
work among human beings... They frankly admitted 
that nothing but the passionate idealism of the 
Jewish settlers could have made it possible, and they 
admired and- wondered at that idealism when they 
saw it in action 

These are just some of the stories that are waiting 
in Palestine to be told to the world. They are simple 
stories. of simple carnest buman beings, and they 
should be presented as such The children of Ben 
Shemen aad their opposite numbers in Pinner Wood 
are the prototypes of groups of boys and girls 
throughout Palestine and Great Britam whose 
mtroduction to one another must inevitably lead to 
a new understanding and a deeper imicrest in one 
another's activities 

The broadcast of this week may indeed prove to 
be a pathfinder, blazing a new trail for comrade- 
ship and that interchange of information and necas 
which must prove so 1 to both and must 
vituumately contribute towards establishing improved 
and progressive methods of administration and 
social service everywhere
